Russia  Again  Demands  Test  Ban 


MOSCOW,  — (INS) — Nikita  Khrushchev 
sent  out  his  third  prime  ministerial  letter 
Monday  — this  one  to  French  Premier  Felix 
Gaillard.  But  the  letter  was  almost  identical 
to  the  notes  the  new  premier  previously  sent 
to  President  Eisenhower  and  British  Prime 
Minister  Harold  Macmillan  demanding  that 
they  follow  the  Soviet  Union  in  banning  nu- 
clear tests.

For  a new,  economical  dish 
that  is  just  as  easy  to  prepare, 
try  this  rice  casserole. 

‘Missionaries’  Delight’  , 

Pour  two  cups  of  water  in  a 
pan  and  bring  to  boil. 

Add  1 teaspoon  of  shortening, 
(prevents  scorching.) 

Add  small  quantity  of  salt  to 
suit  taste.  (Usually  a pinch  will 
suffice.) 

Add  1 cup  of  rice,  put  lid  on 
container  and  steam  for  20-25 
I minutes.  (Boiling  loses  flavor  of 
I rice.) 


Social  Briefs 


Add  1 can  of  tuna  to  mixture 
and  stir  well.. 

Add  1 small  can  of  peas. 
(Cooked  carrots  can  also  be  used 
depending  on  individual  taste.) 

Mix  well. 

Add  V*  can  of  cream  of  chick 
en  soup  or  cream  of  mushroom 
soup  and  mix  with  other  ingred- 1 
ients. 

Pour  ingredients  into  a pie 
tin  and  smooth  over  with  blade 
of  knife. 

Break  crackers  (preferably 
soda  crackers)  over  mixture. 
Caution:  Do  not  break  too  small 
or  dish  will  be  too  dry. 

Grate  cheese  over  crackers. 

Put  in  over  and  heat  until 
cheese  is  melted. 

Serve  hot.  Makes  four  to  six 
| servings  or  two  if  for  hungry

• Despite  the  weather,  the  team  has  not  missed  a day 
of  practice.  Several  times  they  have  scrimmaged  right

Bok  s Chances  ‘Good' 


Training  in  the  thin  air  of  the: 
mountain  country  of  Utah  for  a 
marathon -race  to  be  held  at  sea 
level  has  some  interesting  side 
lights. 

And  probably  most  interested 
in  the  differences  in  altitude  is 
Bolt  Suk  Shim,  the  Korean  dis- 
tance runner  who  will  represent 
Brighapi  Young  University  in 
the  Boston  Marathon  April  19, 
Shim  has  been  training  for 
the  26-mile  race  for  several 
week's,  ‘ bouncing  daily 
tl trough  the  snowy  confines  of 
Provo  Canyon,  He  is  well 
: aware  that  it  is  hard  to  get 
•enough  air  when  running  at 
, this  altitude. 

It  seems  that  the  body  com- 
pensates for  the  high  altitude  of 
this  area  by  building  a surplus 
of  red  blood  cells  to  get  more 
oxygen  from  the  rarified  air.  But 
the  compensation  is  still  not 
enough  to  make  up  for  the  thin 
air. 

When  star  track  performers 
come  to  the  mountain  country 
they  often  fail  miserably  in 
events  that  require  staying  pow- 
er. For  instance,  Mai  Whitfield, 
world  record  holder  in  the  880 
yard  event,  came  to  a BYU  In- 
vitational meet  a few  years  ago 
and  finished  nearly  half  a lap 
behind  the  Cougar  half  milers. 

It  also  works  the  other  way. 
Interaioimtaut  distance  men 
fmd  that  they  nearly  always 
run- better  times  when  they  go 
to  the  coast  to  compete..  What 
is  probably  more  important, 
Che  extra  red  blood  cells  they 
have  stored  sometimes  give 
them  an  advantage  over  those 
who  have  trained  at  the  lower 
elevations.

this,  the  Korean  runner  will  not 
fly  to  the  East  until  shortly  be- 
fore the  race. 

Dave  Geddes,  health  instruct- 
or at  BYU  who  is  helping  train 
Shim,  has  done  extensive  study 
on. -athlete  fatigue.  Through  the 
use  of  a spirometer,  a machine 
that  tests  exchange  of  air  in  the 
body,  he  gets  a rough  idea  of 
man’s  endurance  power. 

The  average  person  exchanges 
about  120  quarts  of  air  a minute. 
Shipi,  who  weighs  only  115, 
needs  less  air  and  utilizes  it  for 
more  energy  than  the  average 
runner. 

Geddes  at  one  time  used 
the  machine  to  test  John  Lan- 
dy,  the  famous  Australian 
miler  who  broke  Roger  Ban- 
nister’s mark  to  set  a new 
world  record  in  the  mile  of 
3158.  Landy  had  the  ability  to 
exchange  295  quarts  of  air  a 
minute,  more  than  any  other 
man  ever  tested. 

In  the  way  of  footwear,  Shim 
will  be  trying  something  differ- 
ent. He  will  wear  a shoe  design- 
ed to  lessen  the  shock  of  hitting 
the  pavement  by  40  per  cent  and 
to  give  a slightly  longer  stride. 
It  is  a regular  marathon  shoe 
with  rippled  rubber  soles  added.
